Power is essential to la survivance. 

To the families who live along le Chemin du Roy. 
families who have voted for the same party because 
their grandfathers has. policies mean little, and sepa- 
ratism is just another big word created by the radicals 
in Montreal. 

They voted for Daniel Johnson -they transferred 
their power to him - so he could defend them. Daniel 
Johnson's power did not have to be exercised, he did 
not have to reform the society he ruled over.

A proposal for drastic revision of the 
governing body of the Faculty of Arts 
and Science, providing for a substantial 
student representation was approved una- 
nimously last night by the ASUS execu- 
tive. 

This' was the content of the majority 
report of the Student-Faculty Relations 
and University Government Committee. 

One of the principal changes proposed 
by the report Is the replacement]^ ' " 
Faculty Council by a complet" 
Arts and Science Council^i'Qi^^&Hcill 
would be composed of.th^DmwffArtsI 
and Science, thé>yicePrinclpâl ; (acade- ' 
mic), the Deari!bfg^dùatë studies. Vice-' 
Dean of the Faculty." four divisional 
Vice-Deans, eight members of faculty 
andeightstudents. 

The'selection of the students Is to be. 
■ determined. by^e/.ASU^i|33»S report 
emphasiiilUh^^dffîulU^ faculty 
so as toliSr* 

The report also proposed to replace 
the existing Nominating Committee by a 
Membership Committee comprising of 
the Dean, the Vice-Dean of the Faculty, 
four faculty members and four students. 
The purpose of this committee would be 
to determine the composiUon of all tha 
'Other committees of the Arts and Science 
Council. 

: In addition all the other committees of 
the Faculty including' thé selection com- 
mittees for major Faculty posts arc 
to, be. redesigned to include a substan- 
tdent repre soitation ^on them . AU^ 



assemblies and committees are to meet 
in open, except .when 2/3 of the members 
decide that ah item is confidential, in 
which case public justification has to be 
given. 

A considerable discussion evolved from 
the question whether students should'sit 
on the, bodies handling curriculum and 
.persohhel.<^However, Robert Hajaly, , 
Students' Society-President pointed out, 
it is necessary -for the students to maké 
sure that a professor or lecturer^hired/ 
for every course approved b]^[tneS^iirri-;l 
jciUum Committee. "This has not' been, 
raie case in the past, as those students 
îîMio have tried to re^ster in- Sociology 
^317b have been tumed away for the past 
sWyears". 

The greatest controversy of the night 
resulted from the submission; by Ntary 
Kay Minkler of the minority report, 
which was ultimately rejected.'r.It con- 
cerned the ways in which students sitting 
on the Faculty committees are to be 
chosen. The majority report'specified 
two types of student representatives: 
those from the ASUS at large and repre- 
sentatives to divisional councils. 

The members to the divisional coun- 
cils, which govern particular depart- 
ments of the Faculty are to be chosen 
from the honours and majors students 
from these departments. The members 
of ASUS as a whole, however, are to be 
nominated through the Elxecutive Appli- 
cations Board. 

Minkler's objection was that this pro- 
cedure is a limitation of the democratic 
process. She said that a small body like 
-•ne Executive Applications Board, which 



is responsible to the executive cannot 
possibly make a fair decision on the 
appointments td such important organs 
as the Arts and Science Council, 

-She proposed that the ASUS repfesen-- 
tatives be elected openly by thé Arts and 
Science students. . "These representatives 
would beTesponsiblé to the students by 
''monUU^peri'dlscusslons''. 

Ali ^lan OTd (first year rep.) pointed 
out: hov^Srjfthat this would lead to the 
J cteation^'of "localised*' power centre" 
which In turn -would lead to disunity, des- 
;LtroyihgTahy'decision making ability that 
■ tltèitude'nts had painstakingly won.^ . . ^ ^ 

Hajaly added that It would be in^^l^i' 
sible for the student representatives tb^*"' 
make any decisions in time of crisis, 
as they would have to refer to their 
electorate. 

They could do this only at an open- 
meeUng, and this is a very romplicatedûàii 
procedure. If the members were appolnt^^|P 
cd by the board, they would be responsi- - 
• ble to the executive, which is always 
. available and which is elected by the 
student body in the first place.

Ten years of struggle 



When CyriUames was Principal of this University 
from 1939 until 1962, we had a fai£lj^inîplé system of; 
government: James pretty welmiftiiê' whole show^ 
But about the time that Maurice Duplessis dies James' 
power began to crumble. (These two events were not, 
incidentally, entirely unconnected: as soon as "le 
.chef" croaked, it became obvious to the Board, who at 
that time still held onto a ceahin amount of authority, 
thai McGill would need someone more credible than 
James to negotiate with the government.) 

The first major crack in the stone wall of the James 
autocracy came in January 1959 when Maxwell Cohen,

then a professor in the Faculty of Law and now its 
Dean and one of the Adniinistration's chief spokesmen 
iubmltted a report entitled "The McGill Senate and 
' tJniversity Government" to the McGiU A^cla^n of 
University Teachers (MAUT). The'CSl«n?repwit re- 
commended that Senate and staff participation in Uni- 
versity policies and appointments be increased from, 
their minimal level under Principal James, and had 
considerable effect. ' . 

Meanwhile, the Canadian Association of University 
Teachers. alongti^Uuthe Association of ; Universities, 
and Colleges of Canada: set up a com'rnission Headed 
by Sir James Duff, a British university administrator, 
and Robert Berdahl of the department of political 
science at Berkeley, to study university government 
In Canada. The Duff-Berdahl Committee reported in 
1966. and McGill promptly set up its own'coihmittee 
to study the report and make recommendations as- 
they applied to McGill: the committee consisted of ' 
Dr. H. Rocke Robertson (who became Principal after 
James was finally forced out). Chancellor Howard 
Ross, four other Governors, two Deans, three full pro- 
fessors and the Secretaries of the Board and Senate. 

By this time the Students, Society had begun to take, 
an active interest in McGill's power structure. In 
February 1966 Students' Council accepted the "Ticoll 
Report" recommending ithàtjstudratiîïpfovisionally 
accept representation 'on several 'Senate committees , 
and described formal and informal power relation- 
ships of Senate, Board of Governors, their committees 
and departm*ent chairmen. 

The McGill Duff-Berdahl Committee met twice 
with Students' Society representatives before its first 
.jre^rt^t^he second of these meetings, in May 1967, 
. sIuHimu^p^resehtc^ brief reconimending 

open meetings of Senate and Board and seven students 
on Senate. 

The perspective of the student position had broad- 
ened considerably. The sunple cry of student repre- 




sentation had changed to embrace more general 

democratic co'>t>'ol^2ï||^lg^^ffîi^^^j^^^'"'^"^' 
faculty employeeSiaiîa,ti»>by^|Hp|Urà^^ 
serves. And it was recognized that student represen- 
tation would be disastrous without the piiblic accoun- 
tatility open meetings would enforce. 

In September 1967. Mark Wilson, then external 
vice-president of the Students' Society, and John 
Fekete, a member of Students' Council, delivered a 
series of reports and recommendations_.to,' Council. 
.Council refused to accept most of the recommenda- 
Ûcm 'of the "External Affairs Report" and watered 
down the rest. • ■ • v 

Then came the Daily hassle iast November. If left 
to" itself, campus bookies say. Council would have fir- 
ed the Daily editor: however, it was not left to itself. 
Council became very sensitive to the Administration's 
interference in the case, and went so far as to refus ' 
to send observers to the Disciplinary Committee 4me, 
was trying the Daily's editors. Tlie Administration 
offered to give it three votes on the committee. Even 
then. Council refused. In the middleof the whole mess 
the McGill Duff-Berdahl committee gave birth. 

The committee's report is interesting, but it was 
quickly rendered, irrelevant since the Administration 
changed it completely after it heard what the students ' 
hadtosay. • ■ 

. . By the time the Students' Society acquired an acti- 
vist executivejnnf March, , the administrators .^vvere^ 
paying very rarefillMtention to student views, ei^oi^ 
when they includedisSch^dbscenities as '^the Students'' ' 
Coundl recommêncSUhai^ght students be placed on 
the Senate';and'"as^':rule, meetings of the Senate. 
Board and their conunittees be open". (The quotas 
tions are from the Students' Sociefy statement of por 
sition on University government). , ^.. ^t^ 

Dne year ago, RobeHsoh.Wlce^Md 
and Dean Woods of Arts'and Science wêfëlniltërably 
opposed to open meetings. Now, they are all for them. 
And the only reservation they appear to have is that 
they may look like fools if they change their minds. 
Even so they felt it was better to change their minds 
now than later. Oliver said in Senate June 17 that "he 
believed this would be the major point of confronta- 
tion with the'students next fall and suggested that it 
would be sisest to decide now that Senate and Senate 
Committees should normally hold open meetings", 
(minutes of the Senate meeting of June 17). 

We've come a long way since Pr. H. Rocke Robert- 
son was Surgeon-in-chlef at the General, and Cyril Ja- 
mes discussed McGill's problems with Maurice Du- 
plessis, E.P. Taylor, and Sen. H. de M. Molson over 
cocktaib. James McGill would never have approved.

mittee of Deans meeting in the Union last 
week, while the decision to compromise on 
the Immediate points was already being 
made. Academic Vice-principal Michael 
Oliver, in an interview, expressed fears about 
the "effectiveness" of student senators if they 
were to act as representatives of student policy. 
He felt they should be guided by "discretion 
and common sense." 

Students' Society President Robert Hajaly 
saw tWngSudifferwitly. He said that student 
senato^pmfônlylbe effective student repre- 
sentatives'if th'ey répresent Council policy. 

The basic «question is one of accountability. 
Students fought for open meetings because they 
were afraid that otherwise student senators 
would merely be co-opted into the system. 
Open meetings have been granted, but the fear 
.remains. At the moment, the administrators' 
belief in their concept of what the Senate is 
is exceeded by their desire to avoid a confron- 
tation. But it is not clear how long the honey- 
moon \^ll last. 

Therè are other minor points of disagree- 
ment. Dr. Oliver docs not think student senators 
should serve on long-term committees of Sen- 
ate, on the grounds that there is a danger of loss 
of continuity. Hajaly believes there is no prob- 
lem if each student senator passes the infor- 



mation gathered during his term along to his 
successor. 

Student representationj|wais achieved in a 
hurry and there are many, loose ends remaining 
to be tied up. Most of the points of disagree- 
ment probably haven't been conceived of yet. 
The new status quo will begin to crystallize 
as soon as Senate starts meeting in open ses- 
sion.
